hath witb-intheje bundreth Yeares, over-flowcd the faireſt aud ſtrongeſt Coun 
treyes of Europe. h 
Certainlie, it is 10 time for vs to delay in murmurations, and to objett ons 
povertie, amongſt infinite Examples that bee in Hiſtories , of che fatall 
ruine that bath followed to. Princes aud People, by juch doing: the. pittie 
full and mercileſſe ſackage of Conſtantinople, by Mahomer the ſecond, 
may onelie ſerue, to terrifie vs from the lyke: the Citizens of that Towne 
beiug fullof Rirches, did ſo miſregard their late Emperours,that one of them, 
Bald wine, after bee had jelde bis Silver Plte,. Jewels, and beſt Moue- 
ables, hee was forced to: payne bu Sonne tothe Venetians , Ya Money to 
maintaine Warr<s azainjt the Turkes, The laſt of them, Conſtantine 
the eight, being deiþeratelie beſiedged by the ſaide Mahomet, 1was not able to 
furryſh Pay to bis Souldioutrs, byreajon of exorbitant Vſuries,exerciſedby 
bus Merchands; nor Corne, nor Victuals, by reaſon of their M onopolies, 
although there was great ſtore of both with-in. phere-vpon-, after ſome 
Weekes of mutuall prudges, and exclamotion of the Emperour againſt bis 
Subjects, andof them againſt bim, that glorious Citie, ſo commodiouſlie ſegs 
ted ( for dominion over the World) vpon the ſhouldersof Europe and Alja, 
ſo Emperelle-lyke over-looking both, was taken by the Turkes, ber miſerable 
Prince and People cruellie murthered, her beautifull Churches turned 18 
Stables, her budge Ritches poſſeſſed by the Enemies, and ſhee made a Port 
for that bloodie and ba1barous Nation, to come in vpon the necke of Chriſten- 
dome. I will uo more inſiſt thus in this place, becauſe the Treaztie i full of 
Praiſes and Examples, convenicnt for your preſent vſe: I willonelie ſay 
4zaine, That it uw no tyme for vs now to conteſt with our King, when queſtion 
is for preſervationof the Stare: And 1 exbort you to readethu with that diſpo= 
ſition as l wryteit: not of private Subjects,but of States-Men, and kynd- 
| lie Children of this Commonewealthz that wee may all in one voyce ſay 
with Pericles of Athens, when his Cirie was reduced io great ſtraites, for 
want of Money, in tyme of hote Warres, Ne cernerc cogamur cuncta 
noftra in ſervitutem rap!, menſz, cubilis, ſupellefilis, ac dierx, ſu» 


perfluaabſcindamus, noique & liberos,fervemus, ut quum pinguior 
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fortuna aſpiraverit,nobis rurſus ea reſticuere valeamus, Let vs curbe 
or Humours,controll the delicacie of our Dyer,make ſober eur Moucablcs, 
and cut off what-ſo-ever 1s ſuperfluous in our Manners, for cur owne ſafetie; 
au let ys referre the fartber fruttion of thoſe, to more propitious and fortunate 
Tymes. | 

' Thus much wore muſt 1 ſay (toutbcing the myſteie of the number 10 here 
treated) to ſome of you, who ace diſdaine to heare from an-cther, that where= 
of your ſelues are ignorant; Iwiſh yee beeuct fcandelized, by the mention of 
remote, or naturall I heologie : remembring bow Saint Paul, 1. Cor. 15, 
calleth bim a Foole, who inthe Analogicof G OD ' $ Workes, catinot finde 
a natarall Argument, to corroborate þis ſupernaturall Feliefe, for the Reſurre- 
flion of bis Sodie. And the learned Scaliger, in bis Exercications againſt 


.Cardan, diſcourſing of the Angelicall uature, hee calleth that kinde of know- 


ledge faſtigium omus ſcientiz,thetop of humaneWiſdometand doth verie 
confidentlie cenſure tbe contemners there-of, ſaying, Irridebuntur iſta a qui= 

buſdam ſc&is nebulonum qui otio & ſupinitare marcentes faſti- 

gium ſcientiz contemnunt titulo curioſitaris: noting tyo ſorts of themn, 

who ( ſayth bee ) doe conſtantlie barke againſt the ſearch of anie other thing 

than the naked and literall ſenſe in the Scripture: one us of thoje who bee 
meerlie naturaliſts, & nunquam atTurgune ad ſupremam cauſam: n- 
other, of ſome preſumptuous, but ſhallow-brained Theologues, who covering 
their Ignorance, with pretext of Holineiſc, ſemper aſſurgunt ad ſupre- 
mam cauſam, they are ever ſpeaking, and talking of theknowledge of G OD, 
bat may not abyde one word of Nature; contemning the high contemplatious 
there-of, which are the verie path-way that doe leade vs vnto that Knowledge, 
Neither of which iryo ( ſayeth bee) hane taſted this ſweet Science of Ana- 
logicall harmonie, that is betwixt the intellettuall and viſible World: where- 
of ſazeth the divine Plato, that, that is the reall ſubſtauce, and ths but the 
ſhadow depending there-fra, that Tructh, and true ſub{tence aretbere, and 
beere nothing but as a flowing and tranſition of Images, Nulla funt vera ni {1 
quz ſunt terns, ita aucem quz videnus non ſunt vera, {ed veri 
{;milia: the things that wee ſee, are but temporarie ſhadowes of things true 
and eternall; and as the ſhadow of anie creature deeth perfettlie declinate vuto 
vs the ſhape,the forme, the ſpace, aud namethere-of , althoug b wee doe not ſee 
the bodie it ſelfe; ſo ( ſayth hee) into this great bodie of viſible Nature (which 
is the Image of that intellettuall and infinite World) there is the true delinia- 


' tion and viue images of the ſeycrall creatures which bee there, and of the Hea- 
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venlie Governament, and bleſſed barmonie that is among ſt thens. And briefe, 


| (ſayth Plato) wee bane no knowledge in this World, bat that which is [ym- 


balicall, having reference to things inviſible, as the ſhadow hatb vnto the bodie. 
The Prophets of the olde Law did receiue their revelations from the Angels in 

[ymbolicall ſpeaches; and ( ſayerb Chriſt Him-ſelfe) litera occidir, (piri« 
cus vivificat; Theletter is dead, bur it is the Spiritthar quickeneth, 
And of Him ſayeth Saint Marke, That without Parablcs Hee ſpake 
nothing rochem: aud twelue ſeverall Parables of the Kingdome of Heaven 
Hee did delyver to them, all which doe thus begin, Simile'eſt regnum cars 
loruia: «udcbe Prophet Dayid ſayeth, I ſhall open my mouth by Pa- 
rables, 

Certayaiic, if ever there was an Age of the World, where-in tbe ſuper-nds 
burail light -f Chiitt's Goſpel had neede to haue annexed ynto it the darke 
lizht of Nature, for alluring aud intergayning the weakpeſſe of onr ſpirituall 
fight u w even ih Yohich we uw ltue into,where-in the Herefies of dotrine 
are j0 pregnant az ltdvued, aid the loue of the World, pryde of Lyte, aud ſrn- 
gularitie of PINION j0 Medominant inthe profetlors of the Trueththas Wwe 
may ſay not unlic wi.h :-lato, but with Hoſea he Prophet, Non eſt veritas 
incerra: the pure Veritie bath left the Earth, $0 that I ſay to you, Yee muſt not 
be diſguited if vpon the ſudden ye cannot comprebende everie ſymbolicall Veritie 
that u propounded ynto you: which, if it could bee, then wee (hould vilipende the 
Myſteries of G 0 D,as things trivial and vulgar.

tuall ſpirits of our Brayne,which are the Scarchers of the Veritie,are moſt ſubtile * 


in them-ſelues,and cloſed vp from our Eyes, witbin diverſe Cabinets of our Head: 
Even ſo the Peritie it ſelfe, which i the thing ſearched by them, ts much more 
ſebtile, and involyed from our ſight. The firſt Ages of the World did embleme 
the Veritic,by a Triton,ſtanding aboue the Temple of Saturne,with a Trum« 
pet in his mouth: ſignifying that ber habitation was moſt bigh,e+ with the moſt 
ancient Gods, and that therefore ſhe muſt be ſoug bt laboriouſlie, and from afarres 


GOD Hims-ſelfe, who-us onlie Veritie, hath made H is Myſtcries to bee vmbra- 


gious and as a twee-ligh: before vs,(whiles He Him-telfe doeth inhabire 


the inacceſſible light, as i ſayd, 1. Tim. 6, ) repreſented to vs by the Sera« 


phims, Eſa. 6, beboldiug Him through two wings; and by the darkneſſe of tbe 
Clowde, where-through Moſes did enter into the light of Mount H$inai, to re- 
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' ceine the Law, andby that Pillar of Fyre, that condutled Iſrael, which was in 
byke manner locked vp ins Clowde, All theſe doe figure vnto vs, that al-be-it the 
Veritic ([yke to the Branch of Golde,that did ſecurethe Voyage of Xneas, vn- 
to the Eliſean Fields) ſhall at length open 4 Paſſage for vs, to the inacceſsible 
Light. Tet for the preſent of our mortall lyfe, there be infinite Myſteries of the 
Veritie, which wee cannot ſee other-wayes, than through darke aud doubtfull 
Clowds: amongſt the which, this of the number 10, hath fallenin myne bands; - 
it may be,as a precious Jewell commeth to an vnſkilful Gold-ſmith;who,although 
he cannot mount it curionſlie, yet be ſetteth it [0,45 is may be carried,viewed,and 
valutd, of all men, The ancient Perſian and Egyptian T beologues, did call 
the Bodie of GOD, Light; and Hi Soule, V eritice: to declare vniovs,that the 
Veritje,when it is found by vs,it ſhould by oxy means ſhyne to others, And, as 
4 Lanterne carried by a M at in the night tyme, is better ſeene of thoſe who bee 
about bim,than by bim-ſelfe; Even ſo, perhaps. this Noble Myſterie,once poynted 
at by me, ſhall bee now vnderſtood better by manie of you, than it is by mee, who 
did marke it vnto 90u; and I pray GOD it may be ſo, ei;

I make the challenge to 
thoſe imaginarie and Airie People, becauſe I inde none vpon 
the knowne Earth, who may enter the Liffs, with vs, in that 
behalfe, The ſanAitied Reigne of our ſweet Soveraigne, who 
doeth now enjoy his Crowne 1n the eternall Glorie, who lived 
60 yeares a King,and tne hundreth and (1xr King of one Stocke, 
who baniſhed Jdolafrie, planted che Gofpell, tuperadded two 
iademes rothe third, making a confluence, of a naturalland 
tatche Monarchie; andall chis, ſive ſanguine, aut ſudore; yea, with- 
out the putting one Launce co the Fizlde: ler vs weigh this 
well, and then ſay truelie, qui poterunt ſimiliter gloviari nobss, 
Burt as nothing which is vehement, or extraordinaric, can 


4 endurc.into this ordinarie viciſlitude of Mortalitie, fo were the 


verie Funerals of chis great Prince, followed with che doubting 
and feares of all his good Subjets; as if with thedeath of our 
holie and peaceable King, the period of our Countrezes-Peace had 
alſo expyred. Whether it bee that ſome malignant conſtella« 
tion, vnable to perturbe ſo rare a Saint of G O D, hath lyen 
in waite till now, to ſpew vpon vs ſome miſchievous Influence; 
or that G'O D, for his ſake, hath forborne hitherto, toinfli& 


| the Puniſbhments due for our Sinxes; It is no new thing indeede, 
bur vſuall for People ſubjeR to Kings, to bee taken with ſome 


feare of Innovations, or change, at the entric of a young Princes 
The ?biloſopbers fay, that the Celeſtiall Orbs, doe ſome-time ſuffer 
their motum trepidationis, & motion ( as they call it ) of trembling. 
What marvailethen, if when the Axiltree of a State is changed, 
the Bodie which is carried ypon it, doe ſhakea little ? But be-. 
cauſe I haue perceived by converſation with diverſe of graue 
and conſtant minds, that ſuch Feares begin to-bee apprehended 
of them more deeplie, than 1s agreeable with the loyall affe- 
ion, that wee oughtrto carrie to, and truſt that wee ſhould 
placein our naturall and kindlic Prince, of ſo great expectation: 
Therefore it is, that I out of that common Sympathie,which one 
Member hath with an-other of the! ſame Fodie, and being now 
vpon the publicke Stage of the World, ( 1 meane, a deepe and

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che matter and nature of Dangers threatned, doe lye open, and 
diſcovered to mine Eyes, I haue reſolved for information, and 


| ſolace of manie. others, whoſe light perhaps canfot penetrate 


ſo farre, todeduce and examine the Cauſes of our Feares, for a 
tymous Advertiſement, to all the vpright Subjetts of this Kingdomez 
char everic Man may the better vnderſtand the caſe of the pre- 
ſent time, andeeverte an may provide to contribute the beſt 
of his Wits, of his Cowraye, and of his Goods, to the {exwice of 
our Prince, whom G'O D hath ſer over vs, to fore-ſec and ob- 

viate our Dangers, The Feares which haue polſe(T:d our Myndes, 
bee of two {orts, eicher flowing from Forraigne, or from Dome- 
ſtickg occaſions; from Forraigne, becauſe that our mightic Enemie of 
Spayne, is irritated againſt vs, and hach alreadie gotren great 
advantages: Our inteſtine Feares, bee one of three, cither for 4g» 
gravations and Preſſures, which the great exigence of this Tyme 
leemerh to pur vpon vs: or ſecondlie, for the intended Reforma» 
tion, or Iunovation of Seſſion, Counſell, or State-Officers 3 becaule it 
ſeemeth to chop at the Arch-Pillars of our Governament, who 
haue beene placed, and long pratticked by a King moſt famous 


for ſolide wiſdome: or thirdlie, for the large extenr of the Revo- 


cation made by his Majeſtie who now is, which doth gongh ſo 
manie of ys to the quicke, and as it were rankle ys tro the Fu 
bones, Of all whick-chrec, I ſhall treare a lictle with that Aſo- 
_ and Reverence which becommeth a private and faithfull 
on jefhs | 

And firſt, becauſe our Forraigne Dangers are moſt manifeſt, I 
will ſpeake of that , ( inftar montis equum) that monſtruous and 
formidable pryde of Spayne, the Common Enemie of Chriftian Tran- 
quillitie, This King, with his Pope, are the two,Furies, who 
doc enrage all Neighbour-Princes, and States; the Nemeſis and 
Pandora , who diſperſe Chriſtian Plagues ; thetwo inſatiable 
Daughters of the Leech, mentioned in the Scripture, who ſtill cry, 
Giue, giue, and who ſucke the blood, not of Beafts, bur of che 
Saints of GOD . They are the two Starres of our wretched 
Conſtellations : and when-ſo-ever it falleth in their courſes,to bee 
Aſcendents of this occidentall Hemifþbeare ,. then let not Chri- 
ſtian people expe other than Fyre and Sword, and the blood of 
legions, vnleiſe the Conjunttjon of other Princes doe make an {ſ-

Empyres the deligne of which Ambition, is not ſo remarked:by 
Neigbbonr-States, (which is their great fault) rorſo with-ſtoog, 
as is nece{Jaric tor cuttivg the 7 hreed there-of in tyme, before 
it grow to greaterJength: and that becauſe ir ſcemethin the 
meane whyle to advance bur {lcwlie, as the higheſt Spheares, 
who haue longeſt periods, doc moue moſt inſenfiblie to vs; yet 
they ceaſe not to make ft1]] progreſle , till they come to their 
ftations, Will wee but caſt backe on Eyes a ſhort way, even 
fo the beginning of Charls the fift,the Grandlire of this preſent 
King , there wee ſhall ſee the ſwift march of that Ambition, ſo 
farre, that if they had brooked, that which they gripped, ſince 
then, they had matched the Romwanes, for dilatation of Empyre, in 


- the Iyke trat of cyme; The generous Romanes did not found 


their £mpyre vpon Oppreſiion and Spoyle, nor rayfe it by Artes of 
Tyrannie; They were a juſt and magnanimious People, concitate 
by GOD, todcliver the Oppreſſed, and purge the yorlde from 
prowde Tyrants; to introduce Communitic of Converſationamongſ 
Conntreys, Common Lawes of Iuftice, Civil Folicie, and Learning : tor 
the@&Nth, ſaycth one of the Fathers, chat GOD did favour their 
Emfgre, and the growing therc-of : Donec eo tandem deventum eſſet, 
(fayrh he) at fieret totus terrarum orbis, quaſi unum cultiſiimum imperii 
rus: That it came 0 faſſe, that the whole yyorlde was as a well manured 
Hmubandrie, or Farme, of that Empyre. Where, by the contrarie, 
theſe late Kings of Spayne haue not onelie interverted the moſte 
laudable and vertuous Ambition begun, and proſequuted manie 
yeeres, by their Predeceſſours, for plantation of Religion and Folj- 
cie, amongſt the Infidels of Africke, of the Levantine 1ndics, and di- 
verſe Tles of the Mayne Occean : but they haue turned vp-{yde 
downe, this Chriſtian '4mbition, as fayre Lucifer did change him- 
felfe into a Dewill; and haue converted the Edge there-of, to the 
confulion of the fayreſt Conntreys of Enrope,ſo ſufficienthie ador- 


- ned With Pietie, Inſtice, and Policie, that they might have beene 


called The Gemmes of the Worlde, And if the Monezes, and Forces 
of Himes, which have beene ſpent to the ſackage of theſe, with- 
in an hundreth yeares-gone, had' beene employed againft Bar- 
bariens,arid Tgnorants of GOD,then the beſt parr of Africke,ot the 
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'| Faſterne-and weſterne dies, might hauc beene ar this day wynder | 
che peaceable Domini. of char King 4 andihee; by chat Congueſt, | 
| more jultlic called a Catbolicke King; as may bee-calilic vnders/ 
- ſtoode; by the Stories extant, of the-protperous and happie be- |. 
ginninges of his 4nteceſſours,againit the [nfidels of thoſe Nations: |. | 


vyhich, becauſe. it doeth mott clearlie paint out the vglic and 
odious Face of his deteſtable and execrable Ambition, I chinke jc 
not amille, to make a ſhorr Relation thereof, our of their owne 
Hiſtories . . | 

About ſome more than 8oo yeares by-gone , Roderico,. a 
Chriſtian King of the Gothes in Spayne, having raviſhed and de« 
flored the Daughter of the Earle Iuliano, his owne Sabjett,. was ca« 
ſten out from his Kingdeme, & (layne by Tariffio, a Barbarian king, 


1 brought from Africke, by meanes of the ſayde [uliano , for juſt 


revenge of the igndminie done to him. Thoſe Barbarians did 
polſciſe che whole Conntrey (few. Cities excepted) of Spayne, with 
the verer exterminion of the Gothicke Empyre, and were: begun 
to ſpreade them-ſelues over the Perenees, when Pelagius , ſonne 
of the Duke of Biſcaglia, ( of vviome is deſcended this; preſent 
King of Spayne, by ſucceſſion not yet interrupted) having'a vis 
ſer of rare beautie, in-lyke ſort violented and raped,by {fn 
of this Barbarian King © and beeing a great ſpirit, full,of: {jour 
and Pietiz both, hee did plot ſome Strat«ems, for therevenge of 
this injurie: wherein his cowrage and good fortune were ſo 
conſpicuous, that the Gothes (now opprelled by the Rerbgrian 
ſervitude) did comfort him toipublicke 4rmes,- for teftirucion 


grelſe, that they did cle& and erett himo their Kingdome, The 
Raviſhment of the Dauzbter of Iuliano, was the introduRtion of 
the Moores in Spayn?,and the d:jeftion of the Gothickg Dominion, 
The: Rape of the Siſter of Pelg2ius, did procure the reſtitution 


not certainlie a Vyce, which hach procured greater ruine to 
mightie Princes, than this of raging and voluptuous Luſt, Ty- 
rannie hath throwne out manic from- their Crownes,: but moe 
yet haue beene caſt out by: [mnuuditie. Bee-lyke, as becing 2 
' gtalle, lourde, 2nd ſeafuall Yice, the LORD doth more puniſh 
ic i» Princes, than private men, who are ſet vp, aboue their 
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Pelarius ho-

| Peoplezto ſpreade abroad the Rayes of theirexemplaric Fijetie and 

Vertue. This Pelagius did ſpende the reſt of his dayes againft | 
thoſe Infidels, whom hee ſwept our of diverſe corners of that 
Countrey, alchough they were ſo numerous- at that ryme, that 
there were found of them in one Bgltell in Aquitane, qoo0000, 
' which made the //orld adore, in a ſort, his Name, becauſe hee 
was the firſt Prince, who with extraordinarie zcale did enter- 
pryſe holie andheroicke Y/arres, againſt thoſe impious Barbs- 


rians, who were begun to treade over all Chriſtian People. 


Vercuous beginnings if with length of tyme they grow to 
large extent of Projperitie , they are much honoured by after. 


comming Ages; and great reaſon; for why? the Tree, how tall 
ſoever it beein the Fielde, yet'it was once all in'the Scede. This 


is the juſt Rewarde of Vertue paſt, and che chiefe Spurre of that 
| which is to cowe. This Pelagins is moſt renowned in the Hifto- 


ries, Buchanan, amongſt others, in his Iure regni ep«d Scotos, doeth 


introduce him for the Image of a moſt vertuous and tempe- 


rate Prince. | | 
The ſecond of theſe Kings, memorable inHifories, was Fer - 


 dinando, called Magno, who no lefle than Felagins, to the glorie 
of GO D, and his immorrall fame, did pacthie his Controverſies 
with ſame Chriſtian Neighbours, to his great diſadvantage, to 


manage Warres againſt. the Moores, of whom hee oyer-threw, 
and baniſhed the King of Toledo, and the King of Siviglia, with 


all cheir People. This Prince is ſo honoured by their ryters, 


for a wanderfull temperament that was in him of fiercenelTe 
againſt the Barbarians, and religious humilitic of carriage, and 
converſation with his Subjefts, that they doe equall him vnto 
that perfe&t Cavalliere, that Virgill deſcrybeth in the perſon of 
Aneas. 

For the third, I will remember Ferdinand, called Santo, who 
did holilie bend him-ſelfe to cleanſe the Countrey of Spayne from 
the remnant of that Yermine, with ſuch zeale and fervour, that 
hee was noted thus to ſpeake of the Ambition of Princes, that 
in their Warres they had diverſe ends; ſome Vindication, ſome 
Extention of Dominions, ſome Glorie of rhe 17/0114, and loue of 74s 
pular Ayve: and all thefe, ſayde hee, were vaine, as David (pea 
keth of them, Periit mem orig illorum cum ſonitu;, Their m-morie 


paſſeth 
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paſſeth away With that ſame ſound, which doeth ſo much inveagle them 
for the tyme. Others; ſayde hee, haue for the ſcope of their 
Warres, Iuſtice, and the Peace of People: and theſe doenot wil- 
linglie moue Warres, bur for ſuccouring of the Oppreſſed, and 
extin&tion of Pryde and Tyrannie. Andlaftlie, others for propo- 
gation of the Fayth,and that ( ſaydehee is the top of all Glo- 
ie, to bee purchaſed by warres. Although ( hee aide) that 
ſeldome were Chriſtian Princes happie in that ſort, to haue their 


or Avartce: vyhich-(tſaide hee) vvas the truercaſon vyhy 
Chriſtian Fmpyres doe flowriſh ſo ſlowlie, This Prince did purge 
Granada, Valenzgs, Sain& Lucar, and Cartagena; and planted di- 
verſe Biſhops ſcates, ritchlic rented, This Prince vvas after his 
death, nor onlie of Chriſtians, but even of Infidels ſo honoured, 
that Halawer, one of their Kings, did yearlieſende an hundreth 


| great Zorches, vvith nuwbers of his Friends, to aſſiſt a com» 


memoratiue Celebration, vicd to bee yearlie cf his Funerals. Hee 
vvas ſomodcſt in acceptation of Honours v vhilſt hee lived, that

Force; itis alſo lawfull, ro provide, if we can,that no Cefe come, 
that may conſtrayne ys to doe ſo; or,that may-put vs co the em- 
ploying of Force,or Vialence: So that is ſeemerh lawfall co Princes, . 
or States , to impede, ſo farre as they can, ſuſpeRted Neighbour 
Grandoar, leſt it become at length to maſter them. Hieronimus, 
King of Syracuſe, beeing demaunded, (as Polibius wryteth ) why 
in the meane-tyme of his becing Coufederate , and: Friende of 
Rome, hee did ayde and.ſupplie the Carthageniaus againſt chem? 
Hee aunſwered, That it was to the ende hee'might brooke the 
friendſhip ſill of the Romanes : whome, if hee ſhoulde ſuffer 
to over-throw the Carthazenians, then of his Friends,they ſhould: 
become his Mafters, Or, will a wyle King, within his owne |. 
D 32 Dominion, 
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Dominion, permit a particular States-Man, to carrie away the 
whole ſway of Governament, by coo much of Authoritie? no, but 
he will contrapoyſe him with a Colledge of a contraricDifþoſttion, 
to keepc him in order. Hence is it, that the LORD| GOD in 
all Ages, hath ſuffered one Nation to combate with an-other,onc 
King to beate an-other, and one mantoholde in the Hornes of 
an-other, thatnothing ſhould ſhootout abouc that juſt propor- 
tion which doeth correſponde to the communion ot Nature; 
yea, if wee ſhould come to conlider and weigh the particular

expe thearrivall of the promiſed Succours, hee tound nothing 
bur Letters of new expeRation, while in the meane time Philip 
did praQtiſc, by Claudeftize meanes, borh diſcontentment and 
Mutinie with-in his owne Armies, and Treyes with thy Barbarian 
Kings, againſt whom hee went.

Conqueft in Portugal; and by a publicke dehberation with his 
Counſellin the Citie of Tiſon, 4nno 1 577, hee layde the grounds of 
that Confederacie, called T be Holie League, which did almoſt re- 
duce in Aſhes, that auncient and flowriſhing Kingdome of France; 
And to that effe&t, {ent thither] ſecret Prattiſes, with 200000 
Crownes,to draw and allure to his Comſe, the chiefeſt of the No- 
bilitie, and Gentric Catholicke: which did ſucceede well enough to 
his Mynde,and to the great Dangers and Diſaſters of all the Neigh- 
bour-States of Enrepe, as the Stories doc atlength record. And 
thent, that thoſe who wereenraged by him to Armes, ſhould not 
want an Enemie,on who they might coniumethe-ſclues,he lenr 
alſo ro negotiate privatelie,with King Henrie the fourth of Fraxce,

Whom if hee had not ar lengtli reſcued itt his remerarious Re-

ritories circumſcribed by them : the Penetians, who-beholde his 
Garri/ous daylic vpon their Frontiers, gaping tor ſome good opor-
